Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 69; they are 23 fewer than in the 
previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1:9 per thousand. 
These deaths include 37 from measles ; 5 from scarlet fever ; 7 from diphtheria ; 7 from hooping- 

cough ; 2 from enteric fever; and 11 from diarrhceas, Compared to the returns of the previous 
week, deaths from hooping-cough, enteric fever, and diarrhceas are of the same number, those from 
scarlet fever are 2 more, those from diphtheria are 6 fewer, and from measles 18 fewer. The 
death-rate from these causes ranged from 2°8 in Dundee and Greenock, to 0 in Perth. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisv numbered 135 ; they are 28 more than in 
the previous week, but 13 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 96; they are 16 fewer than in the 
previous week, and 43 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. Deaths of persons of 
over sixty numbered 184; they are 10 more than in the previous week, but 32 fewer than in the 
corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature was 40°°5, being 2°°0 above that for the week immediately preceding, 
and 0°°8 above that for the corresponding week of 1909. The mean rainfall was 1°63 inch.

The death-rate of the week varied from 23-0 in Dundee, to 14:0 in Aberdeen. In Paisley 
it was 19:0, in Edinburgh 18-2, in Greenock 17°7, in Leith 17-4, in Perth 16°8, and in 
Glasgow 16:0. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 40; they are 7 fewer than in the 
‘previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1:1 per thousand. 
These deaths include 2 from measles; 4 from scarlet fever; 13 from diphtheria; 8 from 
hooping-cough ; 2 from enteric fever; 9 from diarrhoeas; and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 
Compared with the returns of the previous week, the deaths from diarrhcas are 7 fewer, from 
hooping-cough 2 fewer, and from scarlet fever 1 fewer, but those from measles and enteric fever 
are of the same number, from cerebro-spinal meningitis 1 more, and from diphtheria 2 more. 
The death-rate from these causes varied from 4°2 in Leith and 2°1 in Dundee, to 0 in Greenock 
and Perth. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 151; they are 5 fewer than in 
the previous week, and 123 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 127; they are 12 more than in the. 
previous week, and 65 fewer than-in the corresponding week of last year. Deaths of persons 
of over sixty numbered 194; they are 13 fewer than in the previous week, and 40 fewer than 
in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature was 43°-4, being 6°°0 above that for the week immediately preceding, 
and 8°:4 above that for the corresponding week of 1909. The mean rainfall was 1°25 inch.

During the week ending 17th December 1910 there were registered in Hight of the Principal 
Towns of Scotland the births of 850 living children, and the deaths of 598 persons. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 23-4 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population 
of the eight towns, and the equivalent annual death-rate 16°5 per thousand, 

The death-rate for the week is 0-7 below that for the previous week, 0°6 below the mean of 
the rates for the three preceding weeks, and 3:1 below that for the corresponding week of last 


ear. 

The death-rate for the week ranged from 17°8 in Dundee and in Paisley, to 11° in 
Greenock. In Glasgow it was 17-2, in Leith 16°2, in Edinburgh 15°8, in Aberdeen 15°, 
and in Perth 14:0. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 50; they are 10 more than in the 
previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1:4 per thousand. 
These deaths include 2 from measles; 7 from scarlet fever; 18 from diphtheria; 18 from 
hooping-cough ; 9 from diarrhoeal diseases; and 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. Compared 
with the returns for the previous week, deaths from diphtheria and hooping-cough are each 5 
more, and from scarlet fever 3 more, but those from measles and from diarrhceal diseases 
number the same, from cerebro-spinal meningitis 1 fewer, and from enteric fever 2 fewer. 
The death-rate from these causes ranged from 5°6 in Perth to 0°7 in Greenock. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisv numbered 122; they are 29 fewer than in 
the previous week, and 93 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 113; they are 14 fewer than in the 
previous week, and 50 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. Deaths of persons 
‘of over sixty numbered 216; they are 22 more than in the previous week, and 16 more than 
in the corresponding week of last year. . 

The mean temperature was 44°3, being 0°°9 above that for the week immediately preceding, 
‘and 5°9 above that for the corresponding week of 1909. The mean rainfall was 0°91 inch.

During the week ending 24th December 1910 there were registered in Eight of the Principal 
Towns of Scotland the births of 823 living children, and the\deaths of 486 persons. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 22°7 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population 
of the eight towns, and the equivalent annual death-rate is 13-4 per\thousand. 

The death-rate of the week is 3:1 below that of the previous week, 3°7 below the mean 
of the death-rates of the three preceding weeks, and 6°1 below that of the corresponding week 
of last year. 

The death-rate of the week varied from 20°8 in Dundee, awd.19°6-in Perth, to 8-9 in 
Paisley, and 10°7 in Aberdeen. In Greenock it was 15°6, in Leith, 14:4, in Glasgow 13-2, 
and in Edinburgh 11°7. . on 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 40; they are 10 fewer than in the 
previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from “these causes of 1:1 per thousand. 
These deaths include 6 from scarlet fever ; 10 from diphtheria ; 12 from /hooping-cough ; 1 from 
enteric fever; and 11 from diarrhceas. Compared with the returns of fhe previous week, deaths 
from diarrhceeas are 2 more, and from enteric fever 1 more, but those from diphtheria are 
8 fewer, from measles 2 fewer, and from scarlet fever and hooping-gough each 1 fewer. The 
death-rate from these causes varied from 4°0 in Dundee, to 0°4 in Edinburgh, and 0°6 in Leith. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 117; they are 5 fewer than in 
the previous week, and 54 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 98; they are 15 fewer than in the 
previous week, and 33 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. Deaths of persons 
of over sixty numbered 155; they are 61 fewer than in the previous week, and 39 fewer than 
in the corresponding week of last year. om 

The mean temperature was 44°°1, being 0°2 below that for the week immediately preceding, 
but 11°-8 above that for the corresponding week of 1909. The mean rainfall was 0°59 inch.

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Durimg the week ending 31st December 1910 there were registered in Eight of the Principal 
Towns of Scotland the births of 855. living children, and the deaths of 534 persons. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 23°6 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population 
of these towns, and the equivalent annual death-rate is 14:7 per thousand. 

The death-rate for the week is 1°3 above that for the previous week, but is 1:0 below the 
mean of the rates for the three- preceding: weeks, and is 4°2 below that for the corresponding 
week of 1909. 

The death-rate for the week ranged from 21:3:in Greenock to 110 in Aberdeen. In 
Perth it was 19°6, in Leith 18°6, in Dundee 15:0, in Edinburgh 148, in Glasgow. 14°5, and. in 
Paisley 13°4. . 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 438; they are 3 more than in. the 
previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1:2 per thousand. 
These deaths include 6 from scarlet fever; 14 from diphtheria; 7 from hooping-cough; 2. from 
enteric fever; 13 from diarrheal diseases; and 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. No deaths 
from measles were recorded.. Compared with the returns for the previous week, deaths from 
hooping-cough are 5 fewer, while those from measles and scarlet fever number the same, and those 
from enteric fever and from cerebro-spinal meningitis are each 1. more, from. diarrhceal diseases 
2 more, and from diphtheria 4 more. The death-rate from these causes ranged from 2°I in 
Greenock to 0 in Perth. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleuri8y numbered 90; they are 27 fewer than in 
the previous week, and 91 fewer than in the corresponding week of 1909. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 101; they are 3 more than in the 
previous week, and 45 fewer than. in. the corresponding week. of 1909. Deaths. of. persons. of 
over sixty numbered 183; they are 28 more tlmam in the previous week, but 5 fewer than in 
the corresponding week of 1909. 

The mean temperature was 39°-2, being 4°°9 below that for the previous week, and 2°5 below 
that for the corresponding week of 1909. The mean rainfall was 0°25 inch.
